" Opsosltlon the Life of S^ade." 

To THE Editor of Tin: Coi^gNiST: — 
Sir, — Allow me, through the^'medium 
of your widely-circulated and indepen- 
dent paper, to convey to you the thanks 
due to you by the people of the main- 
land for the crowning results of your 
labors. I am only one of a great many 
more living on the Fraser river who 
have read with much interest your able 
editorials upon "the steamboat s^-stem 
of Fraser river." 

Previous to tho arrival of tho opjic- 
aition steamer Cassiar you cannot ima- 
gine the number who would have been, 
like Diogenes, resolved to be satisfied 
with any "tub" so 'long as stmshiiie 
could be found within as well as with- 
out. You might well ask the questions: 
What cause have you Fraserites for 
tliis cryl Why your dissatisfaction ? 
Wo have seen the days of oppression 
and we want freedom. There may 
have been freedom under Cajsar ; hue 
under the " Pioneer Line " there was 
none. The captain would land freight 
and ])assengers wherever it pleased 
him, and no one could hol[i himself. 
For instance, a lady with a number of 
small children (residing hero) happen- 
ing to come in the «iiteamer William 
Irving from Now Westminster was 
taken to a lauding where she had lo 
walk about half-a-milo to ge: to her 
home, in a drizzling rain, and roails 
ankle-dee[t with mud, when, if it had 
pleased the captain, lie could have 
landed her on a wharf about one hun- 
dred yards from her door. 

Again, to show you how obliging the 
captain was, allow me to mention a 
freight tran.saction I had with him. 
Having over ninety pieces of furniture 
coming iiii on his lio.it, 1 gave instruc- 
tions where the same .sliould be landed; 
but, what was my .astoni.shmcnt when 
I found my things takon to a private 
wharf, with orders left with tho ojvner 
to store them for me and not deliver 
the same until the freight charges were 
paid ujion them. Here, you see, I had 
to pay in advance for tho ninety pieces 
whiKst I received only forty, and, bo- 
sides, had to pay storage to tlio owner 
of tho wharf. It is not this, liowever, 
that I complain of, but of the unneci's- 
sary labor imposed upon me for it took 
three men together with my.self until 
half-past eleven at night to bring the 
things down whore I wanted them, 
and, moreover, these iiad to be brought 
down in small boats for tho banks were 
too precipitous to allow a vehicle of 
any kind to do the work ; whilst, on 
the other hand, if it had been tho jilea- 
sure of tho captain, he could have land- 
ed the articles on a public wharf, 
where evtrything is free from wharfage 
or storage and, better than, all, situat- 
ed at my very door.' '■ ' '' '^ 

It was not such treatment alone 
that farmers residing on the Fraser 
had to contend with, but also the ex- 
orbitant prices charged upon freight. 
Take, for instance, some of tho follow- 
ing as a sample of charges upon freight 
carried only about twelve miles : One 
length of stove-])iping, costing 37 cents, 
freight 50 cts; 1 broom, worth 50 cLs, 
freight 50 cents ; beef, brought up in 
parcels, and costing about fifteen dol- 
lars, cost tlio purchaser seven dollars 
and a-half more for freight ; the charges 
on two hay-rakes were the'same. 

I could enumerate a great many 
more, but I give the above only as a 
sample to show you how we were treated 
by tho '"Reliable Line." 

We can now inform the manager of 
the above line, however, that he is not 
living in the days of the "Clermont" or 
"Cornet," but in a railway and steam- 
boat age; snd, moi'e6vei",* 'ho will find 
'ere another year is past tho Cassiar 
will be able lo carry bravo "chanti- 
cleer" at her mast-head, and in ecstacy 
cry aloud, " Noll me taiujere, for T car- 
ry tho broom of courtesy."

Considerable inter- 
est was nKinifested nn both sides and early 
in the morning Mr. A. B. Gr.ay, as .agent 
for Mr. Yates, who has been most en- 
ergetic in advocating the exchange, ofl'er- 
ed to wager §1000 tliat the extent of the 
city laiuliiig, according to tlio ollici.al map, 
was not more than 15 (eet — the ]iroceod3 
of the bet to go to the ho.'iijitala and other 
charitable institutions in the city. Thu 
olibr was not taken up, but the polling 
went steadily on and at noon the follow- 
ing wh8 the result of the vote:

During tho afternoon both parties ex- 
erted themselves to bring their friends to 
the polls and in Yates street ward neither 
aide for several hours gained a perceptible 
advantage, tho dillerence, if any, 
being in favor of the by-law. 
Johnson street ward, however, do- 
declared against the exchango from the 
start, and at -1 p. m. tho vote in that lo- 
cality stood 03 in tho negative and 30 in 
the affirmative. In James Ij.ay ward tho 
record was even more fatal to tho by-law 
tho vote at tho time just mentioned stand- 
37 yeas and 74 noes. In Yatea street, too, 
tho yeas who had hitherto had a majority 
over the nays fell behind and after a neck 
and neck race tho latter iiollcd three more 
votes than tlioir adversaries. .\s already 
intimated the poll closed at b o'clock, 
although many voters wero under tho im- 
pression that it had closed an hour earli- 
er, 4 p. m. being tho hour originally an- 
nounced by tho City Council.

The Washington government has is- 
sued a circular relating to tho export of 
goods to Eastern Canada and tho Can- 
adian possessions on the Pacific that pos- 
sesses especial value for tho people of 
British Columbia. The circular states 
th^t the general reghla^ns pf the depart- 
ment relating to the iminediate exporta- 
tion to the Dominion of Canada of gooiLs 
from New Y'ork, Boston, Portland or any 
other port designated by the secretary of 
the treaaurj' has been extended to tho 
shipment of goods arriving at any of the 
designated ports, and which shall appear 
by document herein mentioned to bo in- 
tended for immediate transportition to 
Yancouvor Island or other British pos- 
sessions on tho Pacific ocoan. A scaled 
car containing such goods willbe f.astoned 
in the same manner as thu car containing 
goods for immediate transportation with- 
out appraisement to other norts in the 
United States. Goods will be oxatnincd 
to 800 that they agree with the manifest 
of tho port of tho United States whore 
they were iilaced on exporting vessel as 
proscribed by article 713 of regulations. 

Th9 Ohilllan Bomliardment a Fiszlo. 

Dates from Lima are to Sept. 25th, and 
Valparaiso to Soiit. lltli. Tho threatened 
bombardment by tho Chileans of tho dc- 
foncolcss towns of Chorillos, Ancou and 
Ohauc.ay, in revenge for tho destruction 
of tho Chilean steamer Covadonga by a 
torpedo, was carried into elVect on 23d of 
Scptomber, but witli no serious result to 
life or property. Tho Peruvians hastily 
improvised a b.attory of somo heavy guns 
on tho Morro at Chorillos, and when tho 
Cochrane rounded to and fired on tho 
town ■ tho Peruvians replied with, such 
good success that she soon withdrew out 
of their range to a point from which hor 
guns could only reach the town from a 
groat elevation. Tho Cochrane soon re- 
tired entirely. 

Thk Seizki) Si.oor. — Tho U. .S. cutter 
Wolcott, lias on board ilajor (lovornouv 
Morris, who cameacrossto make inciuirics 
respecting tho schooner Alert, seized at 
Port Townsend for an alleged infraction 
of the U.S. revenue lawn. Tho sloop has 
a burthen of nearly si.x tons, and tho TJ. 
S. law sa.ys that no vessel of more than 
five tons can touch at an American port 
without first having entered and cleared 
at Port Townsond. This tho Alort did 
not do, but sailed straight across to San 
Juan. Tho party on board wore sports- 
men who wont out for a few days' shooting. 
No cargo was found on board, and there 
is every reason to believe that tho infrac- 
tion occurred innocently enougli under 
an erroneous impression that the vessel did 
not exceed tho tonnage prescribed by 
law. 

An Oi.u Vi.sitor. — Tho barkontino W. 
H. Oawlcy, recently lost at the entrance 
of San Francksco harbor, was formerly 
tho American ship Golden E.aglo. In 
September, 1850, while entering Esqui- 
malt harbor, in ballast, she took fire, and 
when tho lire was discovered tho crew 
woro unable to extinguish it. A British 
man-of-war fired into licr and sunk her. 
She was r.iiaed and sold at auction. G. 
.v. Moiggs, of Port Madison, became Iier 
purchasei-, and after temporarily re- 
pairing her he touk the charred remains 
to Port Madi.son and converted them into 
a barkentinc, which he named after his 
partner in San Francisco, W. H. Gawley. 
All these ^otirs intervening that vessel 
has been m active service in can-ying 
lumber from Port Madison to San Fran- 
cisco and elsewhere.

SOUTH AMERICA. 
New York, Oct. 24. — Tho Panama 
Star and Herald of Oct. 15th is just 
received. It says a compact has been 
signed by Colombia and Chile in wdiich 
it is agreed to submit to arbitration 
all questions in dispute between the 
two republics. Arbitrators are to bo 
chosen by each party, and in case they 
do not agree tho matter is to bo re- 
ferred to the President of the United 
States.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 

Panama, Oct. 2. — From Salvador it 
is learned that tho first of three largo 
iron bridges, ordered from San Fran- 
cisco, for the river Jute, has arrived, 
al&o an American engineer to superin- 
tend its construction. 

M. Do Lesseps assures President 
Cervera of Panama that within a brief 
timc^ the financial questions of the 
canal will bo arranged and tho com- 
mencement of the work will follow im- 
mediately. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Cape Town, Oct. 9. — Following aro 
details of the fight which took jilace 
previous to tho relief of Jlafi'eling. 
An ambuscade of yeomanry were 
charged by a large body of Basutos, 
who descended tho hills at full sjieed 
and a hand to hand fight ensued. The 
Basutos were armed with assigaies, 
imitating Zulus, and killed 21 yeomen. 
Reinforcements arriving tho rebels 
wero repulsed with considerable loss. 
Tho Basutos made a second charge at 
full speed, which was entirely checked 
by a well directed fire of Cape Town 
rilles. The enemy wero estimated to 
bo 8000 strong. The Basutoi are re- 
ported to have occupied tho country in 
the rear of tho force which relieved 
Mafieling.
